Preparations For. 
_ Rubber Floors 


CLEANING METHOD, 


F now rubber flooring is to bo 
Infd, the sub-floor must be 
perfectly clean, and, most import- 
ant, perfectly dry. The surface 
must be free from irregularitics; 
and it fs worth while, if the floor 
fs an old wooden one, to have any 
uneven surface levelled with now 
boards. Plywood js excellent for 
this. 

No rubber floor should be 
washed for at lenst seven days 
after -Iaying. When washing {8 
necessary, use as little water as 
possible, and avoid washing soda. 

“Mopping” is not usually enough 
to wash a rubber floor. Use a 
brush with hard bristles and hot- 
tish water. . 

Never attempt to clean rubber 
flooring with turpentine: this will 
make the surface tacky. Do not 
apply polish until the “bloom” has 
gone from new rubber. Wash tho 
polish off every few months and 
apply a fresh coat. ;

This little island, with ita fow 
attendant rocks, is’ a precipitous 
mountain top, far out in the Paci- 
fic off the const of South America.

{lieved by what appear from some 


distance to be long irregular 
silver ribbons, and which’ are in 
fact, chscades ‘of fresh water. 

1 was fortunate in persuading 
the officer of the watch of. the 
small ship which had brought me 
to this strange paradise in the 
grey, or rather, pink dawn to lat 
me land quite alone; it was 
several hours before I was joined 
hy a few fellow passengors. The

: EOPLE often spenk of the good 
old diys in contlust to the 
wewentieth century; vut the truth 
vf tne matter is that tne good ld 
aays are so-called because of the 
soneral discontent with the days 
th which we live. There are 
mighty few people who talk about 
them that would nave cared to live 
in them,’ 

It is the same with Sunday. In 
the past jt has been far more 
Magrantly violated than ever it Is 
to-day. At one time it was nov 
uncommon for whole families to 
dpend Sunday ‘in the nearcst 
tavern, drinking and singing until 
vark, und often ending in vrawle 
of the worst kind. 

In England, in Elizaboth's tumo, 
the observance of Sunday was at 
a very low cbb. One writor of tho 
day went go far ay to write: “The 
lowcx oxdors devoted Sunday to 
tho worship oy the great Spirit 
Gin... and there you may soo 
thom crowding and jostling. . « 
meantimo the streets are turned 
into uw murkut.” There is no doubt 
that some Sundays of old were 
Purely days’ of roystering and 
goicty. , 

The Medineval Sunday 

Outrages were committed. thon 
that would shock the modern mind, 
The Sundays that were not marked 
by rowdyism were, in endless cases, 
days of almost cruel restriction. 
Rugkin suld “The horror of Sunday 
used even to cast its gloom as far 
buck into the week as Friday... 
und all the glory of Monday, with 
Church ‘seven days removed again, 
was no equivalent for ft.” 

What shall we do with Sunday? 

One man will tell you that the 
only way to observe it is us a duy 


of pleasure, and’ to Jot’ the Sao- 
batarinns yo to the demnition 
bow-wows. He will tell you that 
Stnday’s the only day in the ween 
ete, and why shoula other people 
interfere with innocent onjoy- 
ment? _ 

Another will tell you that Sun- 
day is the Sabbath; a day of rest 
and meant for going to Church. 
A hint that you would like a game 
of tennis will elicit a warning that 
the rohd to Hell fa thronged witn 
Sabbath-breakers, 

Another, of mixed views, is in- 
fluenced by tradition and swayed 
by desire. He'has a round of golt 
and feels. uncasy. Perhaps he 
salves his conscience by ‘putting 
out his pipe and listening te 
“Fight the Good Fight,” over the 
wireless at the close of a day spont 
entirely In pleasure, 

The English View 

English people have o pecullar 
notion of what Sunday is. Any- 
way it wags made for the world; 
and not just for England alone. 
It is not shared by Christiang in 
other lands. The Puritan concep- 
tion of Sunday is vitiated at its 
very source. A body of fanatios 
who could make it unlawful to cut 
plum-pudding on Christmas Day 
cannot be accepted as safe yuides. 
They stressed Sunday in order tu 
depreciate other holy-days. 

Iely-duys were holidays, and al- 
though it’ would upset business, 1 
should have a vast following were 
[ to agitate-for a revival of one 
diy's holiday n month “(on the Red 
Letter Saints’ Days).

Christ And The Sabbath 

But by whom? “There {a no in- 
junction in the. New. Testament. 
But you do come acroga the startl- 
ing suggestion, made by Christ 
Himself, that the Sabbath waa 
made for man, not man for tha 
Subbath, Those wero the days 
when strict Jews would not poke 
a fire, or trim a Jamp, or walk more 
than -a cortain distance on the 
Sabbath, or pull.a.man ‘out of a 
ditch.

The Gentile converts of the 
early church were not compelled to 
conform to the Jewish Sabbath. 
Those who were grounded in the 
Hebrew roligion no doubt kept it 
up to a point, Influenced by tradi- 
lion. They observed the first. day 
of the week, tho weekly reminder 
of the Resurrection, It was a 
weekly Eastor, and’ Christians 
wore expected to observe it by 
worship, not morn -cossation of 
work. You consed to hoo your 
potntocs, and plough your land. 

They wero called to tho “assem- 
bling of. themselves. together” (as 
St. Paul puts it) and to cease from 
servile work. For the reat, they 
were froc. Only thoir froodom 
was not to ba a burden on othors. 
That fs the point. If, othars have 
to work. that wo may have plea- 
sure, then it is Wrong, becnuso it 
denies to them tha opportunity of 
Worship for themselves,

of worship, test, and recreation, 
and the Church fa gradually get- 
ting to that Iden” Such were the 
words recently of the Bishop of 
Croydon.

LMOST any change of Gov- 
ernment nowadays is -call- 
It is one of 
those words whose continual 
use and misuse has robbed 
them of most of their meaning, 
like the “dramatic,” “bomb- 
shell” and “holocaust” so be-

the French Revolution of 1789 
was at the time and for many 
years later considered the most 
remarkable in the history ‘of 
the world. Whether it still 
holds this distinction now is a 
debatable point; for in verys re- 
cent years revolutions — for 


followed close upon one an- 
other’s heely in Italy, Russia, 
Germany, and Siam, among 
other places; indeed, it is dif- 
ficult to point to a single coun- 
try which has been entirely un- 
touched by some revolutionary 
process in the years following 
the: War. In England the first 
advent of a Labour Government 
was rightly spoken of as a poll- 
tical “revolution!” to come 
near our own day, the whole of 
the New Deal in-America and 
the astonishing powers given 
to President Roosevelt by the 
country ‘were “revolutionary” 
in at lTenst one sense of the 
word. : 

But we are 
concerned with 
what is known 
to history as the 
French Revolu- 
tion. One writer 
has gone so far 
as to ssy that 
millions of years’ 
hence, of all the 
political topics 
that fill our his- 
tories, the Tro- 
jan War and the 
French — Revolu- 
tion will be the 
only events that 
will be worth 
conaldering. This 


ia a rash dictum 
which already 
scems ‘to~ be- dis-~ 
counted; though 
it Is no fault. of 
people in all 
times to consider 
their conbempor- 
ary history as 
being of particu- 
Jar importance, 
and to read into 
it perhaps more 
significance than it is worth. © 


The Starting Pot 

The French Revolution may be 
sald to have started with the mect- 
Ing of the’ States General on May 
6, 1789, and it may .be held to 
have closed either at the end of 
the end of the Directory in 1795 
or at the end of Napoleon's consu- 
late in 1804. It waa relatively. far 
more important than the two re- 
volutions which preceded it. The 
English Revolution was a:mere in- 
cident,'at the close of which the 
current of British history resumed 
its wonted course. The American 
Revolution, relatively, was a mere 
assumption .of tocal government. 
The French Revolution was de- 
finitely something more. A power- 
ful nobility, long surrounded by 
privileged power and: wealth, was 
overturned suddenly; and not only 
overturned but practically anni- 
nihilated. The common people, 
long oppressed and {gnored,-_ 98- 
sumed the reins of government. 

The population of France at the 
time consisted of about 25,000,000 
people, which we may divide for 
purpose of argument into: the 
privileged classes -and" the others.

with a sack of grain without pay- 
Ing toll.. All the offices of the 
Government and its reveriues wero 
held by the privileged: orders, who 
themselves wore practically 
exempt from taxation. The higher 
plnces In the church were filled, 
almort without exception, by the 
younger scions of tha nobility, 
though about 40,000 humble pricsts 
lived and worked among the villa- 
gers. Tho princes of the church 
used the vast incomes from church 
property to maintain a social 
standing among. their relatives, 
while they left their proper work 
to hired assistants.’ . 
Incredible Conditions 

The condition of the common 
peopleo—the people of the earth— 
lin France just before the revolu- 
tion was almost incredible. Local 
famines were frequent. because 
thelr meagro crops were destroyed 
by rabbits, phensants and deer 
which they were forbidden on pain 
of death either to molest or kill. 
In the rural districts it was rele- 
tively common for peasants to live 
on bread made from ground 
acorns, bark and bran. The-peu- 
santa died off by thousands, while 
the working people in the citice 
huddled together and starved in 
wretched cellars and: attics— 
“sullen masses of rigs and 
misery,” as one writer has called

them. Some 23,000,000 wretched, 
poverty-stricken, hupeless social) 
drudges, with little to wear and 
less to eat, supported Jess than 2 
million people in luxury. 

The bourgeolsie formed the third 
lass. . They, stood between the 
two extremes of hopeless outcast 
and gilded aristocrats. and consist- 
ed for the most part of well-to-do 
shop-keepers, Jnwyers, doctors, 
bankers and men of lettarg. It was 
from this class that the leadors of 
the Revolution for the most part 
sprang, although a remnant of the 
nobility, to their. credit, supported 
them in ttheir fight, the best known 
of these probably being Latayette. 

Govt. Deficit Mounts Up 

The record of two centurfes of 
French government: is not pretty. 
It had been despotic,, extravagant 
and utterly oblivious of the suffer- 
ings of the common people. Ex- 
pensive wars were indulged in; 
magnificent palaces like Versailles 


: 7 ; 
The French Coat-of-Arma. 

were set-up for no other purpose 
but to make a show of outward 
magnificence: the great nobility 
and clergy, the principal property 
owners, were exempt from taxn- 
tion, and the financial affaira of 
the nation went from bad to worse 
because the misery and thriftless: 
ness of the common people made 
it impossible to extort more money 
from them after a time. Tho Gov- 
ernment deficit grew from 60,000,- 
000 francs a year to 126,000,000 a 
year. :

This extremity led Louis XVI to : 


summon a meeting of the Notables, 
an ancient legislative body repre- 
senting tho nobility. To them ho 
made ao request that they should 
sunetion the taxation of the privi- 
leged classes. 

The Notables refused and the 
King sent them home. He then 
summoned the historic meeting of 
the States General, the xeneral 
Parliament which had not met 
since 1616, nearly two centurics be- 
fore. It represented all estates, the 
nobility, the clergy and the com- 
mon people. In the meantime the

A dictatorship was’ appolnted, 
borne {nto officc-on the watch- 
words of “Liberty, Equality, Fra- 
ternity." ‘The army was charged 
with the defonco of the young Re- 
public and: the liberation of the 
Itulian citles from Austrian do- 
mination. “As the need for an 
eMcient leader became evident, 
Napoleon was appointed -Consul, 
In 1804 he had himself proclaimed 
Emperor. After Waterloo. came 
the Bourbons; after them came 
Napoleon III. , 

Great Gains Made 


Fora time it seemed as though 
France had lost politically all that 
the Revolution had-gained, but in 
renlity great gains had been made. 
The nobility had been suppressed 
effectually. More just ideas of 
public taxntion hud taken roat. 
With the lifting of the burdens 
and the security of property the 
common peuple became more prov 
perous. At the close of the 
Franco-Prussian War the French 
Republic was proclaimed, and 
Napoleon. was exiled. © In a real 
sense the French Revolution may 
be sald to have come to u close in 
1871. : : 

The main accomplishment of the 
Revolution was the fact that the 
abstract, idea of equality had gain. 
ed something more than existence 
os un ideal. This was -possibly 
one of the most striking individual 
changes emerging from the Revo- 
lution as a whole. In 25° years 
from 1789 a new generation had 
grown up to which the exemntiong 
and monopolies of the old nobility 
were merely hearsay. And they 
could not be restored. The Church 
also and the powerful merchant 
guilds had lost thelr spocial 
rights; all Frenchmen were equal 
before the law. Nowhere was this 
more clearly seen than in the 
army, where Massena, General of 
the Republic, and Marshal of tho 


*]Empire, had been a vrivate in the 


ranks, Another meteoric rise to 
fame was that of Murat, the in. 
comparable leader: of cavalry,

aninn. The present Royal House 
of Sweden iy descended from the 
Gascon Bernadette. : 


Foundations Laid 

Small peasant holdings became 
common, since there was freedom 
of agrarian contact for ‘all classes, 
and the vast estates of the nobility 
and Church had been appropriated 
by the State and sold, so that the 
titles had passed through many 
hands since 1793, and it was 
obviously impracticable to reators 
the soil to its original owners 
even if that had been desirable or 
generally desired. 

In short, the Revolution, though 
accomplished with vast aacrifices 
of bloodshed and violence, laid the 
foundations for the France of to- 
day.
